To 
ps lag won rothe Siege of Chivas, and moft 
cf our Army is on the march to CaZal _whenct 
the Duke of Manvaa is retir'd, Woen bis Royal 
Highnefs left this City in the Time of the Siege, 
there were 11500 Regular Soldiers in it 5 whereof 
about 3000 are lef: the reft naving been killd or 
defecre!. Bread and Fleth was cheap here during 
the Siege. Several fine Palaces, particularly thofe 
ficuare near the Cicadel, are ruind. On Saturday 
next the Durchefs is expectedback here from Genoa. 

From the Camp at Qulx, Sept. 24. The Enemy 

have takea Chivas, andin ic 2 Battallions Prifoners 
of War. °Tis reporced that Collonel Paul Dizck, 
when he deferced with 6 Office s and 30 Huffars 
to Prince Eugeue, told bis Highncfs he had quiced 
the Emperor's Service with Defign to take an Oppor- 
tunity co ferve h's Imperial Maj-fty the better, as he 
would demonftrare by patting Cazal into the Duke 
of Savoy's Hands: Hereupon Paul Diack being de- 
tach'd 4 or 5 Days ago with a Party of Horfe and 
Dragoons, caufing them to put white Ribbons into 
their Hats, was admitted into Cazal. The Gover- 
nour immediately retir'd into the Caftle with the 

Battalion of Vivarais, leaving a grert many fick 

and wounded Men in the Town. 

From the Camp near Trave, Sept.22. Chivas bas 
furrendred after a Siege of 3 Days: 1300 Prifoners 
and 13 Cannon with Provifions for the whole Army, 
were taken init. The 20th we befieg’d Novare, 
and sbout to in the Morning 2 Cannon Shor were 
fi’d, whereupon the Inhabitants forc’d the Gover- 
nour to furrender; according to the Capitulati- 
on 00 Men march’d out with all their Arms, but 
moft of them took on in our Service, To Day we 
came hither.

We had that Night about One hundred 
Men kill'd and wounded, among the latter was 
Count Maurice Son to Monfieur d’ Auverquerque, 
The 1ft Inftant our Batrery on the Covered-way 
being finifhed, and our Works confiderably advan. 
ced, the Befi-ged beat a Parley, and defired 
an honousble Capirulation ; but Monfeur d’ Auver. 
querque refugng to grant them any other Terms 
than that they fhould remain Prifoners of War, which 
they would not yield to, the Fire from our Bat. 
teries was renewed, and continued with greac Vj. 
gour the whole Night; after which the Befieged 
beat a Parcly the fecond time, and accepted of the 
Conditions that had been offered them; by which 
they are ro remain Prifoners of War, only the Of 
ficers are allowed: to march out with their Swords 
and Bagage. The Garrifon accordingly marched 
out the 4th in the Afternoon, confifting of one Swifs 
and four French Battallions, making together 2100 
Men, and they are to be conducted to Holland.
